NEW YORK, Dec. 4 (AP)— 
Utilities companies from across 
the nation filed suits in United 
States District Court today 
against 21 manufacturers of elec- 
trical equipment, contending they 
have been overcharged because 
of price rigging. 

Spokesmen for the 44 compiain- 
ing utilities said the suits could 
amount to billions of dollars. 

Chief among the defendants 
named were General Electric 
Co., Westinghouse Electric Corp. 
and Allis<Chalmers Manufactur- 
ing Co. 

The complainants are located 
from New England west to In- 
diana and south to Virginia. 

The suits relate to the recent 
federal anti-trust action in Phila- 
delphia concerning electrical 
manufacturers in which 48 indi- 
viduals and 36 electrical 
panies were fined almost $2,000,- 
000 and seven éxecutives were 
jailed. 

Alleging price fixing conspira- 
cies among the defendants, the 
complaints say they were forced 
to pay higher prices for their 
equipment than they would oth- 
erwise have paid. They seek 
treble damages. 

The exact amount of damages 
was not specified, however, 
pending future proceedings. 

The complainants awaited the 
close of the stock maarket be- 
fore filing the suits in United 
States District Court in Manhat- 
tan. 

Among the plaintiffs, which 
the petition claimed represented 
about one-sixth of the investor- 
owned electric utility business 
in the country, are the Jersey 
Central Power & Light Co., the 
New Jersey Power & Light Co., 
the Dayton (0.) Power & Light

U.S. “ROCKET FIRED 
OVER POLE SENDS 
BACK SPACE DATA 


POINT ARGUELLO, 
Dec. 4 (AP) — A 40-foot Blue 
Scout solid fuel rocket roared 
successfully today to a point 
high over the South Pole with 
a 29-pound package of imstru- 
ments to measure dangerous 
radiation in space. 

“The payload is relaying back 
information on space radiation 
over the South Pole,”’ an Air

The rocket was aimed at a 
point over the South Pole some 
27,600 miles out in space — a 
journey the Air Force said would

Scientists ‘said future space 
travelers might be able to escape 
intense radiation belts if they 
were launched from the pole. 

It was the first launching of a 
Blue Scout over the Pacific 
missile range. Seven of the four- 
stage rockets have been fired 
from Cape Canaveral, Fla. 

Besides instruments designed 
to measure low-energy protons 
originating from the sun, the pay- 
load includes a new telemetry 
system which can _ broadcast 
signals on less power than it

An artist's sketch of a robbery 
suspect believed to be the man 
who shot bus drivers Christopher 
N. Findall and William E. 
O’Haren was distributed today 
by the police department, 

Police said the sketch was 
prepared from a detailed de- 
scription of an. armed robber 
who held up Homer R. Shanks, 
Public Service Co. driver, last 
Tuesday, the same day O'Haren 
was shot and wounded. 


The same method of operation 


was used in the Shanks and 
O'Haren robberies, police said. 
They said there was other evi- 


dence to indicate that the same 
man killed Findall. 
Near End of Line, 

Shanks, of 4447 Page avenue, 
was held up near the end of the 
Page-Finney line in the .5900 
block of Plymouth avenue at 9: 30 
a.m. He said the robber, last 
passenger on the bus, drew a 
pistol as he started to get off. 


‘“Don't give me any trouble,” 
the robber said. ‘Il need your 
money.’ 

He fled on foot after stealing 
$55 from Shanks. 

The robber was described by 
Shanks as a Negro, about 25 
years old, 5 feet, 10 inches tall 
and weighing about 145 pounds. 
The man wore a gabardine top- 
coat, Shanks said. A similar de- 
scription was given by O’Haren 
of his assailant. 

O’Haren was held up about 
2:30 p.m. Tuesday at the west- 
ern end of his run at Etzel and 
Hodiamont avenues. The robber 
again waited until other passen- 
gers had left the bus

Robert §. McNamara on a study 
made by the new Defense Supply 
Agency, set up to combat waste 
resulting from duplication of ef- 
fort by the Army, Navy and Air 
Force, shows a total of 13,000 
written reports are required by 
nine service and supply organ- 
izations in the new agency. 


No figures are given on how 
much time is spent in compiling 
these reports and what they 
cost.

The formidable new walls were 
about seven feet high and 5 feet 
thick. Tank barriers of steel 
hedgehogs were cemented into 
the ground. 

Only small passages for traf- 
fic, about & feet wide for vehicles 
and 2 to 3 feet for pedestrians, 
were left open. 


The East Germans said they 
were strengthening the wall to 
protect East Berlin from any 
“‘ill-advised’’ Western action. The 
Interior Ministry added that it 
was East Germany’s reply to 
United States troop movements 
on the 110-mile autobahn linking 
West Berlin with the free world. 


U.S. Sends Protest. 

Maj. Gen. Albert Watson TY, 
the United States commandant in 
West Berlin, sent a written pro- 
test to his Soviet counterpart, 
Col. Andrei I. Solovyev, at Rus- 
sian headquarters at Karlshorst. 


Watson. called the new East 
German action a violation of the 
four- power occupation agree- 
ments on Berlin and demanded 
Soviet assurances that there 
would be no interference with 
Allied and civilian traffic be- 
tween the United States sector 
and East Berlin. Watson called 
the East German explanation 
‘an obviously ridiculous justifi- 
cation.”’ 

The British and French com- 
mandants did not protest 

There was no immediate 
response to the United States 
protest from Solovyev. The 
Communists were expected to 
reject it with their usual con- 
tention that such matters are 
the exclusive concern of East 
Germany, whose Communist 
regime the West refuses to 
recognize. 

Situation at Gates. 


Of the seven crossing points in 
the wall, four are for West Ber- 
liners, two for West Germans 
and one for the Allies and other 
foreigners at Friedrichstrasse. 

At all seven points knee-high 
concrete road barriers, set up 
that cars had to 2ig-zag 
slowly through, were removed. 

Heavy trucks brought in new 
concrete slabs. Tractors with 
huge blades in front dug deep 
trenches for the foundations of 
the new wall. 

At Friedrichstrasse, additional 
trenches. were dug. Cranes low- 
ered heavy steel hedgehogs into 
the ground as tank obstacles. 
Trucks rushed back and forth, 
bringing in more building ma- 
terials, tank obstacles and con- 
crete 

A light rain began to fall as the 
morning wore on. The East 
German workmen kept heaping 
new slabs onto the wall. 

At the Heinrich Heine Strasse 
checkpoint, trucks bringing 
building materials had difficulty 
edging through the gap left ia 
the wall. 

Series of Barriers. 

At Friedrichstrasse there now 
are line after line of barriers— 
the old wall and a fence set up 
shortly after the Communist 
border closure Aug. 13, a barbed- 
wire fence, a low concrete bar- 
rier, then the new tank obstacles

Reds Say ‘They Will 
Renew Testing Un- 
less All Nations Stop

MOSCOW, Dec. 4 (AP)—The 
Russians tried again last night 
to put the blame on the West 
for continuance of nuclear 
weapon tests.

“Our announced policy is to 
test and talk,’’ a Department of 
State spokesman said in Wash- 
ington. 

The Russrans, who broke a 
three-year moratorium on nu- 
clear testing Sept. 1 for a series 
of nuclear explosions in the 
atmosphere, said the time has 
come now ‘‘for the early achieve- 
ment of an agreement which 
would rid the peoples of ex- 
perimental weapon blasts.’ 

“However, one cannot help 
being alerted by the fact that 
the government quarters of the 
United States have issued a 
statement (saying) the United 
States intends to go on with its 
nuclear weapons tests,’’ the state- 
ment continued. 


Britain and France, the state- 
ment said, have also expressed 
no readiness to refrain from 
testing. 

“What are the Western powers 
striving for?’’ the statement con- 
tinued. ‘‘To end nuclear tests 
throughout the world or to con- 
tinue their pursuit for an illusory 
superiority in nuclear weapons?” 

Soviet Warning. 

The Soviet government. the 
statement said, ‘declares firmly 
that if the Western powers con- 
tinue testing their nuclear 
weapons, underground included, 
the U.S.S.R. will be compelled, 
in order to safeguard its security, 
to hold such nuclear weapon 
tests as it deems necessary for 
the consolidation of its defense 
capacity.” 

The Soviet call for an end to 
testing made no mention of 
supervising any new moratorium 
as demanded by the Western 
powers. 

The Tass news agency, which 
distributed the Soviet statement, 
said it was issued in connection 
with last week’s resumption of 
the Geneva test ban talks. 

The Geneva talks are hope- 
lessly deadlocked as a result of 
a new Russian refusal to admit 
any inspectors of a test ban to 
Soviet territory and the West's 
rejection of the Russian demand 
for an unsupervised test mora- 
torium. 

The Russian return to the Ge- 
meva talks last w--k was inter- 
preted as an indication they had 
completed their series of tests 
that included the biggest man- 
made explosi 1 in history carry- 
ing a force of 50,000,000 tons or 
more of TNT. 

No Sign of End. 

A State Department spokes- 
man said last night, however, 
that the United States has no in- 
dication that the Soviet Union 
has stopped testing.

On Aug. 28, he said, when the 
United Nations attempted to re- 
move some 500 European mer- 
cenaries, including 200 Belgians 
from the Katanga armed forces, 
President Moise Tshombe went 
on thee radio to say he was bow- 
ing to the wishes of the U.N. and 
that the mercenaries must. go. 

Subsequently, O’Brien _ said, 
Welensky issued a statement in 
Salisbury, Southern Rhodesia, in 
support of the mercenaries. The 
British consul in Elisabethville 
then brought Welensky’s state- 
ment to Tshombe, who there- 
upon reversed his stand, O’Brien 
alleged.

Miss Paperman was placed on 
three years’ probation last June 
after pleading guilty to an indict- 
ment charging her and Goldfine 
with evading taxes of $304,784 
owed by his Strathmore Woolen 
Co. 

Goldfine also under five 
years’ probation on a suspended 
18-month sentence on a second 
indictment. A condition of pro- 
bation was that he identify the 
recipients of about $600,000 un- 
accounted for in his business 
operations. 

Published reports said the in- 
dustrialist has disclosed to the 
Department of Justice some of 
the people who shared in the 
$600,000. 

Goldiine and Miss Paperman 
are charged with violating terms 
of probation in connection with 
the alleged smuggling of letters 
to Goldfine at the Danbury insti- 
tution. Only members of Gold- 
fine’s family had been given 
permission to correspond with 
him while he is serving time. 

Miss Paperman was arrested 
at her Brookline home by Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation and 
Internal Revenue agents Satur- 
day night.

Troops in the largest numbers 
seen since the start of the gen- 
eral strike poured into the center 
of the capital. Missing from 
their ranks were air force and 
infantry units. Their absence led 
to rumors they were sent to 
other parts of the country to 
quell disorders. 


Shortly before noon the troops 
left without explanation and pil- 
laging began. A few parked 
cars were stoned. Parking 
meters were battered open and 
youths scrambled for the coins. 


Opposition Meets. 


Representatives of the three 
opposition groups met to exam- 
ine their position in negotiations 
with the government on the for- 
mation of an interim regime. 
The talks bogged down yester- 
day over the government's re- 
fusal to allow opposition radios 
to reopen.

Previously, the 
United States had taken in about 
3,500,000 tons of Cuban sugar

Mr. Kennedy extended the 
Eisenhower ban last March 31 
throughout this calendar year. 
His new executive order holds 
that renewal of imports would 
be against the nationa)] interest. 
To continue the prohibition, Mr. 
Kennedy actually set Cuba's 
quota for sugar and liquid sugar 
at zero for the six-month period 
ending June 30, 1962. 

The council of the Organiza- 
tion of American States was to 
meet this afternoon to act on a

That maximum was 
maintained until the present one 
went into effect in 1957. 
Reasons for Increase. 

Three reasons for raising the 
maximum next year were given 
by the Federal Reserve spokes- 
man: 

To enable banks to compete 
more effectively with savings 
and loan associations, which 
have no limitation and pay high- 
er dividend rates. 

To enable banks, primarily 
those in New York, to attract 
and hold foreign deposits that 
might otherwise seek higher 
yields in other countries. This 
would reduce the outflow of gold 
from this country. 

To increase the rate of savings 
that will be required to finance 
future economic growth. 

The Treasury Department in- 
dicated that international con- 
siderations were important in 
the move. Yet, foreign time and 
savings deposits in large banks 
in leading cities have risen in 
recent months, despite the more 
attractive yields in some Euro- 
pean countries. However, the 
Treasury has had to sell consid- 
erable quantities of gold in re- 
cent weeks as foreign central 
bank converted their deposits 
here into the metal.

In the meantime, Americans 
are being deluged with advice, 
ranging from the optimistic view 
that cheap precautions and ordi- 
nary horse sense will save one’s 
life, to dire pronouncements that 
if he is lucky enough to have 15 
minutes’ warning he can best 
spend it praying. 

Off to one side of the argu- 
ment over the efficacy of shel- 
ters and shelter program are the 
fly-by-nights and frauds who are 
taking advantage of public panic 
by peddling substandard shelters 
that would provide little or no 
protection. 

IN ANOTHER direction from 
the dispute over effectiveness 
are those who contend that a 
shelter program tends to pro- 
mote nuclear war or that it ab- 
surdiy tries to reduce world 
problems to the level of every 
man for himself and the devil 
take the hindmost. 

Prominent among the optimists 
is Dr. Williard F. Libby, Nobel 
prize-winning chemist, who has 
written a 15-part newspaper 
series about his own $30 shelter, 
under the title ‘“You Can Survive 
Atomic Attack.” 

Dr. Libby’s credentials as an 
expert include his training and 
experience as a nuclear chemist 
and his service as a member of 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 
He is credited with coining the 
term ‘fallout.’ He won 
bel prize in chemistry 
and is on the faculty 
University of California 
Angeles. 

Associated Press sold the se- 
ries to 420 newspapers through- 
out the country, together with 
200.000 booklets compiling the in- 
formation for resale to sub- 
scribers.

Dr. Libby chose to regard the 
fire as a satisfactory test of his 
shelter, inasmuch as only the 
railroad ties burned. He said 
these could be replaced with 
steel beams, although this change 
would increase the cost above 
the original $30. 

Several groups of his fellow 
scientists took immediate issue 
with the series. Eight physicists 
at the University of lowa, in- 
cluding Dr. James Van Allen, 
called the articles ‘extremely 
dangerous.’’ Dr. Van Allen, head 
of the physics department, dis- 
covered radiation belts that cir- 
cle the earth in the course of 
satellite studies. 

“It is extremely dangerous to 
give the impression to the public 
that the building of fallout shel- 
ters will enable the average citi- 
zen to survive a nuclear war,” 
their statement said. ‘‘This gives 
a false sense of security. The 
pércentage-wise small margin of 
safety gained in no way detracts 
from the very real possibility 
that an atomic war will mean 
the end of the civilizations of 
both opponents.”’ 

ANOTHER GROUP of scien- 
tists, 18 faculty members of the 
University of Pittsburgh, Car- 
negie Institute of Technology 
and industrial research labora- 
tories in the Pittsburgh area, is- 
sued a point-by-point criticism. 


They said the Libby series was ' 


‘‘dangerously misieading’’ and 
“bordering on irresponsibility.” 

Dr. Libby replied that he did 
not intend to say that shelters 
make atomic war tolerable. He 
said his message was tat shel- 
ters greatly increase the chance 
of survival for those who were 
not hit directly by blast or 
thermal! burns. 

Controversy was inevitable in 
discussions of what to do about 
anything so terrible: and un- 
known as the kind of nuclear 
war that would be fully possible 
today. President Kennedy has 
said several times that both the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union would be destroyed in a 
major nutlear war. If he means 
that literally, there is not much 
point in a civil defense pro- 
gram, much less in Dr. Libby’s 
poor man’s family shelter. 

The 20-megaton bomb has be- 
come a standard weapon, which 
the Soviet Union could drop on

THIS BOMB equals 20,000,000 
tons of TNT. It is 1000 times as 
powerful as the bomb the United 
States dropped on Hiroshima 
Aug. 6, 1945, with casualties to- 
taling 78,150 killed, 13,083 miiss- 
ing and 37,425 injured. 

This superbomb would explode 
into a huge fireball, four and 
one-half miles in diameter. If 
exploded on the ground, it would 
blast out a crater a half-mile 
across and deep enough to hide 
a 24-story building, and would 
rain fallout over thousands of 
square miles downwind, If fired 
high above the surface, to max- 
imize the destructive effect, it 
could blind everyone who looked 
at the fireball within 40 miles 
and cause permanent eye dam- 
age to persons up to 300 or 400 
miles away. 

Looking at the fireball would 
be an uncontrollable reflex, and 
the protective blink of the eye- 
lids would come too slow to help. 


A surge of intense heat would 
incinerate every living thing un- 
derneath the fireball. The heat 
would kill or at least blister the 
skin of exposed persons out as 
far as 31 miles and would set 
instantaneous fires in that area. 

A pressure wave with the force 
of 10 hurricanes would crush 
buildings and hurl chunks of con- 
crete, automobiles and _ utility 
poles through the air. Even hu- 
man bodies would be turned into 
deadly projectiles. Windows 
would be shattered as far as 80 
miles away.

Recognizing China 
As a Missourian born in Hannibal 
and raised as a reader of your fine 
paper, | was most pleased by the 
review of my book, ‘‘Recognition of 
Communist China?’’ in your issue 
of Nov. 8. 


There is one item, however, on 
which my position has changed 
somewhat since the book went to 
press. At that time I was willing 
to accept the probability that Pei- 
ping might gain China’s seat on the 
Security Council, I now feel strongly 
that this is preventable, and that 
every effort should be made to give 
China’s seat to India; and if the 
necessary Charter revision is 
blocked by Russia, then at least it 
will be clear to the world that the 
aspirations of Asian peoples (which 
are not represented by .Nationalist 
China) are blocked by the Soviet 
Union, the outstanding colonialist 
power, rather than by the United 
States. 

On a second point, Mr. Goodsell, 
your reviewer, somewhat misinter- 
prets my position. I do firmly sup- 
port the independence of Formosa, 
but not as ‘‘China’’ under the con- 
trol of Chiang Kai-shek. This man 
is no friend of freedom nor of the 
West; and with his inevitable pass- 
ing, the chances of his successors 
(who will be mainland Chinese) ne- 
gotiating a ‘‘deal’’ with Peiping will 
be all too great. 

The only sound course in order 
to keep the island of Formosa from 
falling to the Communists is to give 
the 8,000,000 Formosans the privi- 
lege of self-determination. An in- 
digenous Formosan Government, for 
which union with the Chinese main- 
land will have no attraction, is the 
only clear way to obtain a stable 
anti-Communist rule on that small 
but vital island. 

The totally misleading picture of 
Chiang Kai-shek as our friend and 
a defender of democracy, touted by 
Life and other Luce publications, 
needs to be dispelled. Perhaps the 
best insight into Chiang’s true po- 
sition is given in his own book, 
*‘China’s Destiny,’’ published. at a 
time (1947) when he was not totally 
dependent upon American power to 
maintain his position.

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The Lesson of Cuba 


Premier Castro’s acknowledgment in a five- 
hour television speech that he is now “a 
Marxist-Leninist” and is leading Cuba to 
Communism ends. the political floundering 
of this emotional revolutionary. Some will say 
Castro has been a Communist from the be- 
ginning. It is difficult to determine from his 
confused rhetoric just when, in his own mind, 
he accepted Communism, but the evidence 
indicates he was being factual when he said 
he developed into a Marxist-Leninist after he 
came to power. Which leaves the question, 
“Why proclaim it now?” 

One answer suggests itself. Cuba’s econ- 
omy is on the skids. What would be more 
natural than for Castro to make a deal under 
which he would set Cuba on a frankly-labeled 
Communist course in return for massive eco- 
nomic aid? Would the Communist bloc not 
like to have a showcase in the Caribbean as 
an example to all Latin America of what can 
be done under Communism? One reason the 
United States supports India is to prove to 
Asians the superiority of freedom over Com- 
munism. The Reds undoubtedly would like 
to follow the same policy. 

* “ . 

The testimony of those who knew Castro 
before the revolution is that he was not a 
Communist. 
to overthrow the dictator, Batista. When this 
was accomplished—and at times the Com- 
munists opposed him—he found himself the 
head of a country without a program. The 
situation was ready-made for the Reds, who 
usually have the advantage of knowing exact- 
ly what they want and how to get it. Whether 
the Communists took over Castro, or whether 
he knowingly gathered them around him, 1s 
perhaps irrelevant. He had nowhere else 
to go. 

This is not said as an excuse for the man; 
but it is a plausible explanation of how he 
could honestly have stated more than two 
years ago, “ours is not a Communist revolu- 
tion,” and how he could then have asserted 
last May that Cuba was @ Socialist state. The 
United States at that fime declared Castro 
was a full member of the Communist bloc. 

It was logical for Castro to say he favors 
collective leadership for Cuba, rather than 
the “personality rule” that now obtains, with 
Castro himself the magnetic personality. He 
must realize that the men around him under- 
stand much better than he does what must 
be done, and he has endeavored to gain pub- 
lic acceptance for them. “It would be absurd 
for a single man to make government deci- 
sions,” he said. Doubly absurd when that 
man is Castro. 

+ ° * 

Could the United States have prevented 
this final step? Looking back a long way, if 
we had tried to correct the social inequali- 
ties that existed under Batista there never 
would have been a Castro. Once the revolu- 
tion was accomplished, we inight have found 
a way to divert it toward democratic ends by 
economic and technical assistance to the new 
regime; but that is problematical. 

What should the United States do now? 
Castro is unifying all the groups making up 
his regime—political, economic, labor, mili- 
tary and social—into a one-party system, a 
“strong and disciplined revolutionary organ- 
ization.” Under,.this party, with help from 
the Communist bloc, Cuba may be forged 
into a prosperous state, or at least a facsimile 
of one. 

Our answer must be a redoubled effort to 
make President Kennedy’s Alliance for Prog- 
ress work in Latin America. The economic 
inequalities that made Castro possible in 
Cuba must be eliminated throughout the 
hemisphere. If the Communists plan to make 
Cuba a showcase for totalitarianism, we must 
make the remainder of Latin America a show- 
case for democracy. If we do not there will 
be other Cubas. The lesson is plain. 


Neither Snow, Nor Rain, Etc. 

Postmaster General Day should consider 
the broad impact of his edict that Christmas 
mail will be delivered but once a day. James 
M. Cain has asserted the postman always 
rings twice—in the Christmas season at any 
rate. Herodotus penned the ringing battle 
cry that has inspired many a letter carrier to 
complete his appointed rounds swiftly de- 
spite snow, rain, heat, or darkness. Heyodo- 
tus obviously wasn’t faced with a budget defi- 
cit. We suppose that even Canadian Mounties 
these days get their man only if they don't 
run up any overtime or exceed ‘their daily 
mileage allowance. What would have hap- 
pened to poor Garcia if ‘he had to contend 
with modern bureaucracy? 


Bonds Cannot Save the U.N. 


A rough and ready test of a man’s confi- 
dence in a race-horse or a political candidate 
is the extent to which he backs it with his 
money. If the same test were applied to the 
attitude of member governments, the United 
Nations would be deprived of much of its in- 
fluence. For if its expenditures continue at 
the present rate and the members continue 
to pay—or not to pay—their assessments as 
they have so far, the U.N. by next June will 
have a deficit between. $180,000,000 and 
$190,000,000. 

This is an obvious handicap to the new 
Secretary General, U Thant. So he has sug- 
gested to the permanent members of the Se- 
curity Council—the United States, Russia, 
Britain, France and Nationalist China—that 
they take the lead in authorizing a 25-year 
$200,000,000 bond issue to tide over the U.N. 
until the next General Assembly meeting. 

As governmental budgets go, the sum is 
not very large. Assuming that enough gov- 
ernments with confidence in the U.N. bought 
the bonds, they would serve a useful purpose 
in spreading out the current deficit over a 
period of years, instead of trying to make it 
up all at once. But in the end nothing can 
save the U.N. except the good faith of its 
members, and too many are already in 
arrears on that score. 

The Arab countries refuse to pay their 
share of the cost of the U.N. force in the 
Gaza strip, and that operation already is more 
than $27,000,000 in the red. The Soviet bloc 
as well as France, Belgium and South Africa 
refuse to pay assessments for U.N. operations 
in The Congo, and the deficit there already is 
about $58,000,000. 

Furthermore, some of the smaller member 
governments have been able to pay only from 
20 to 50 per cent of their dues.. The United 
States, contrastingly, has been paying its as- 
sessed 32.51 per cent, and has been making 
voluntary contributions which bring its pay- 
ments to 47.7 per cent of the total.

when U.N. policies are in accord with their 
policies, as Russia ‘and some others have been 
doing. ,This suggests that deliberations may 
be influenced by money, that the U.N., in 
fact, is only a slightly veiled instrumentality 
of those who pay its bills. This is not true, 
but might it not become a fact if assessments 
continue to be treated irresponsibly? Since 
the proposed bond issue is a short-range ex- 
pedient at best, the governments in default 
must, ask themselves how seriously the 
chances for world peace would be affected 
if by their tactics they were to wreck the 
U.N, 


Natural Gas Consumers Lose 

Consumers of natural gas have been dealt 
a severe blow by the United States Court of 
Appeals. The area-pricing device which the 
court has approved for use by the Federal 
Power Commission offers them no prospect 
other than that of continued price rises on 
top of the 38 per cent increase piled up in 
the past nine years, 

The decision is somewhat surprising in 
view of the same court’s decision as recently 
as 1956 that cost-.of service must be taken 
into account “at least as a point of depar- 
ture.”” Now the court has jettisoned cost of 
service even as a springboard. How can rea- 
sonable rates be established without refer- 
ence to the cost of the product? 

The answer given to that is a strange one 
indeed. The commission itself says its area 
rates “do not constitute any determination” 
of what is “just and reasonable.” The court 
says the question of the reasonableness of 
the area rates is not before it, and cannot 
be ruled upon unless litigation is brought 
against specific rates. Yet what possible 
justification can there be for the entire area- 
rate device without some evidence of its rea- 
sonableness? 

Area rates, covering many producers, are 
bound to average higher than rates covering 
individual companies, because they must 
yield a return to the highest-cost producers 
in the area—giving, in the process, exorbi- 
tant returns to the lower-cost producers. 
The commission has sought to justify this 
novel new device on grounds of expediency, 
but it makes a farce of regulation. 

Regulation which does not regulate is 
worse than no regulation at all, for it dis- 
credits the’ whole regulatory process. The 
FPC being an arm of Congress, it is up to 
Congress to enact supplemental legislation 
making plain that when it says regulate it 
means regulate, and that reasonableness is 
the most essential ingredient of regulation. 


The Rooming House Bill - 

The Tucker Administration’s proposed re- 
visions of the rooming house ordinance strike 
us as reasonable and realistic without com- 
promising necessary, standards of safety and 
sanitation. If adopted by the Aldermen and 
then vigorously enforced, they ought to im- 
prove living conditions for many roomers, 
particularly those in light housekeeping 
accommodations. 

Light housekeeping facilities need tighter 
regulation. The Administration’s proposal 
would require a fixed type kitchen range, 
with a permanent natural gas or 220-volt elec- 
trical connection; also a sink supplied with 
hot and cold water, Existing rules. permit 
hotplates that overload antiquated wiring 
systems and cause fires. They would be 
outlawed. 

The city has given evidence recently that 
it intends enforcing the rooming house or- 
dinance to the hilt. Many of the rooming 
house operators have shoven signs of co-oper- 
ating with the Administration rather than re- 
sisting it, so the pressure is producing re- 
sults. The next target of vigorous enforce- 
ment should be the hootleg rooming estab- 
lishments which flourish in many parts of 
the city in brazen defiance of zoning 
regulations. 


New York Votes, $1 Each 

The recent. campaign for the mayoralty of 
New York cost the candidates and their sup- 
porters at least $2,200,000. The figure is ex- 
pected to rise to $2,500,000 or more when all 
reports are in. So the campaign cost more 
than $1 per vote—not counting about $750,- 
000 in debts incurred on behalf of the three 
candidates, debts which still must be paid. 

High as these expenditures may seem, it 
is believed that they did not set a record. So 
it is not surprising that New Yorkers are 
talking about how campaign funds are raised, 
and of new regulations governing the amount 
to be spent and the purposes for which it 
may be used. This reflects the broader con- 
cern about the high cost of seeking national 
office. The questionable fund-raising dinners 
in New York, the multiplicity of fund-raising 
groups, and the motives of war-chest. con- 
tributors are duplicated on the national level 
where there is considerably less knowledge 
than in New York about how much really is 
put out. 

It would seem that in a city as compact 
as New York, where there are so many news- 
papers and other sources of information 
which keep the public posted at no cost to 
the candidates, the expenditure of $1 per 
vote is exorbitant. By way of contrast, can- 
didates in Great Britain and on the Continent 
reach city voters at a cost of about 10 cents 
each. Differences in the conditions. on the 
two sides of the ocean prevent this com- 
parison from being pushed too far. Yet there 
is no getting away from the fact that when 
a man must spend $1,000,000 or more to be 
elected, he is bound to feel responsive to 
those who raised the money. There is the 
further fact that few large political contribu- 
tions are the result of sheer idealism. We 
Americans are too prone to demand our 
money's worth. So the less money involved 
in office-seeking, the better. 


Penalizing the ‘No Shows’ 

The “no-shows,” an airline term for ticket 
buyers who fail to appear at flight time, at 
last are going to be penalized. The 11 major 
domestic airlines have agreed to do what they 
should have done long ago—impose a penalty 
of $5 to $50 on ticket-holders who fail to use 
their reservations and do not present written 
evidence of having cancelled in proper time. 
The carriers long have complained. that no- 
shows cause many airliners to depart with 
empty seats that could have been sold to 
other persons. Now, if they adhere to their 
decision, which seems certain to have Civil 
Aeronautics’ Board approval, they can end a 
nuisance that reduced revenue and hampered 
other passengers.

The nation’s newest and plushest 
stadium is a $20,000,000 investment in 
spectator comfort. The mammoth cir- 
cular arena is operating now without 
many of its planned frills and finery. 
It provides the essentials: seats for 
50,000 people, a good playing field, 
scoreboard, rest rooms and concession 
stands. 

When fully completed next March, 
however, the District of Columbia 
Stadium will offer 
such luxuries as 
passenger__ eleva- 
tors, ticket booths

field in less than a 
minute, air-conditioned dugouts, a 
heated box for the President, helicop- 
ter pads, dining facilities for 500 people 
and a detention room for any dis- 
orderly fans. 

The structure occupies a 10-acre site 
on the flat western bank of the Ana- 
costia river, two miles east of the 
Capitol in a direct line with the Wash- 
ington Monument. The spot was chosen 
in the early 1920s when the idea of a 
superstadium for the nation’s capital 
was proposed. 

Congressional support for the fed- 
erally-owned bow! was not found until 
1957, however, when an act was passed 
authorizing Government-backed bonds 
to finance it. Ground was broken in 
July 1960, and despite a delay in ob- 
taining steel and an unusually severe 
winter, the structure was rushed into 
usable shape in a little over a year. 

Promoters of the new stadium say 
there is not a bad seat in it. It is 
built without any poles or columns to 
block vision and there are no bleach- 
ers. Each of the 50,000 seats is thea- 
ter-type, with arm rests and back.

wider than average stadium seats—a 
squeeze-easer for fat people in heavy 
winter coats, 

One unique feature is a 400-foot sec- 
tion of 6500 seats mounted on rollers so 
that it can be pulled in closer to the 
third-base line for baseball.

section reduces the number of seats to 
43,500 for the summertime sport, but 
brings 80 per cent of the total seats 
adjacent to the foul lines.

For those who think United States 
election campaign language sometimes 
gets over-vituperative, look what hap- 
pens in Ghana where the all-wise lead- 
er, Nkrumah, is having trouble with 
certain opponents.

It is 275 by 35 
feet and is believed to be the world’s 
largest. Other features for patron con- 
venience will include -paved parking 
areas for 12,500 cars (Baltimore's sta- 
dium parks 4000), seven gates, 24 ticket 
booths and 48 turnstiles. Ramps, of 
which there are 14 pairs, are angled 
at a gentle 14 degrees, and are wide 
enough to permit the stadium to be 
emptied in 15 minutes. 

Office space is provided for the Red- 
skins and the Senators. The former 
signed a 30-year agreement to play in 
the stadium, but late in the fall the 
Senators had not yet signed an agree- 
ment. George Washington University’s 
football team will play on the new 
field, which is also expected to accom- 
modate outdoor musicals, circuses and 
civic affairs. And for local yachting 
enthusiasts, there are even plans for 
building private docks at the river- 
bank by the stadium.

Between Book Ends 4 Disturbing Resurgence 


THE NEW GERMANY AND THE OLD 
NAZIS, by T. H, Tetens. (Random 
House, 286 pgs., $4.95.) 


West Germany has been rebuilt, but 
the Germans remain unreconstructed 
—this is about the gist of the book 
under discussion. Tetens, who was 
born in Berlin but has lived in the 
United States since 1938 and is at pres- 
ent director of the Library on Ger- 
manic and Related International Prob- 
lems, does not really reveal anything 
that has been unknown so far. But 
the impressive array of facts creates 
a rather frightening picture in the 
reader’s mind. 

In all phases of life, from the high- 
est government circles ;down to insig- 
nificant clubs in small towns, German 
life is still permeated, or even domi- 
nated by the men of yesterday, ac- 
cording to Tetens’ thesis. He sees 
a three-stage development since the 
end of the war: from 1945-47 the allied 
denazification program was systemat- 
ically sabotaged; from 1948-52. the 
Nazis sneaked into the legitimate par- 
ties and administrative positions, and 


since 1953 there can be observed a 
“gradual Nazi infiltration as a conse- 
quence of secret talks between high- 
ranking ex-party members and spokes- 
men of the leading government party, 
the Christian Democratic Union.” 

The policy of these incorrigible men 
of yesterday was to join the existing 
parties, especially Adenauer’s party, 
rather than set up a neo-Nazi party 
which would have had little chance of 
success. The parties, on the other 
hand, welcomed the vote of these peo- 
ple on the theory that ballots, like 
money, don’t smell. 

Tetens makes another point which, 
in the context of recent history, seems 
rather ominous. The Nazis follow the 
same line as Hitler, that is, they seek 
their main following in the small towns 
and villages where they don’t meet 
with any resistance from organized 
workers. Once Hitler had consolidated 
this position, he moved into the large 
cities, and his loyal followers hope 
to do the same.

In any case, he has al- 
ways strongly protected the Nazis in 
his cabinet, in the foreign service, and 
in other positions, and also has gone 
out of his way to show his sympathy 
for the so-called war criminals which 
we—once upon a time—went out to 
punish, and wound up embracing them 
as brothers under the skin. 

It is, indeed, a disturbing situation, 
and it seems that the American people 
have never really been honestly in- 
formed about the resurgence of Na- 
zism. Tetens does not deny that there 
are many Germans who sincerely fight 
for a democratic Germany which will 
shake off the Hitler corruption, but 
he does not think they are strong 
enough to overcome the deep-seated 
prejudices in the German mind.

Pianist Plays and Conducts 
in Concert at Graham 
Chapel. 


By MANUS SASONKIN 


The Washington University 
Concert Series continued in its 
winning ways last night at Gra- 
ham Memorial Chapel as Wil- 
liam Schatzkamer presented a 
program devoted exclusively to 
the music of Paul Hindemith. 
Firs off, Schatzkamer, at the 
piano, traversed the 50-minute 
span of Ludus Tonalis. Then 
following intermission, he _ re- 
turned to conduct a chamber or- 
chestra (composed both of pro- 
fessionals and students in the 
Kammermusik, Opus 24, No. 1. 

Ludus Tonalis is a formidable 
work, and producing it ranks as 
an heroic undertaking. For one 
thing, its very length is challeng- 
ing; once embarked upon its 
course, a performer has no fav- 
orable opportunity to relax his 
intensity 

Moreover, the structure of Lu- 
dus Tonalis (a prelude, a post- 
lude, twelve fugues and eleven 
interludes) presents an 
danger of incohesiveness, 
there no single movement 
which can act as a dramatic ful- 
crum, to be worked toward, and 
led away from 

And, finally, the relative uni- 
formity of texture places the 
burden of maintaining interest 
squarely upon the already over- 
worked pianist. 

Schatzkamer’s performance last 
night was a triumph. Although 
one may tilt at certain details, 
his grasp of the totality of the 
score defies complaint. Aware 
of the expréssive qualities of 
each individual movement, he 
was no less aware of the over-all 
structure of the score, and, as 
a result, his reading maintained 
interest, continuity and concen- 
tration from the prelude right 
through to the postlude 

The audience awarded Schatz- 
kamer a spirited ovation, but in 
a short address he yraciously 
declined to repeat Ludus 

He was, however, more gen- 
erous as a conductor. Following 
an appropriately rousing and 
muscular performance of the 
Kammermusik, he and the or- 
chestra replayed the finale, and 
then he said the entire work 
would be played again at the 
next Washington University Or- 
chestra concert on Dec. 17. It 
is a piece well worth hearing, 
especially when so perceptively 
performed. 
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Earlier in the day, a large 
and well-disposed audience heard 
pianist Barbara Rudman presen!

The August hear- 
ings brought out that a firestorm, 
in addition to causing heat dam- 
age, could poison the atmospnere 
in the area with carbon monax- 
ide for 


a half day or even an 
entire day. 

DR. LIBBY'S discussion of 
firestorms began with _ this 
sentence: “‘As one item for my 
poor man’s shelter, I am seri- 
ously considering a tank of oxy- 
gen.” 


Those words were writter be- 
fore the Los Angeles brush fire 
swept his own property and 
burned out his shelter. He was 
not in it at the time of the fire 

The Pittsburg scientists pointed 
out that even so-called fireproof 
hotels can burn like a chimney 
fire when some of the windows 
and doors are broken. They con- 
cluded that “heat and carbon 
monoxide would kill everyone not 
in an air-tight, oxygen-supplied, 
hermally-insulated shelters.’ 

On the other hand, a firestorm 
would not be inevitable. Al- 
though Hiroshima had one, Nag- 
asaki did not, largely because 
Nagasaki is cut up by ridges 
and hills 

THE 100-MEGATON bomb 
which Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chevy threatens to build, would 
not quite double the range of 
destruction and death, but it 
could greatly increase the pos- 
sibilities of firestorm The 
Atomic Energy Commission es- 
timates that a 100-megaton bomb 
could start a firestorm that 
would sweep an area the size of 
Vermont 

Aside from disputes over mere 
efficacy, the individual family 
shelter has come in for severe 
criticism for other reasons. For 
one thing, it tends to protect the 
wealthy and neglect the poor. 
Even Dr. Libby's figure of $30 
does not tell the whole story. 
He mentions such other essen- 
tials as a $25 radiation meter. A 
transistor radio, emergency food 
and water for two weeks, cook- 
ing utensils, flashlights and can- 


dies, an’ emergency toilet, blan- 
kets, a pick and shovel to dig 
yne's self out, first aid kit, 
broom to sweep away the fall- 


out, and passibly an oxygen tank 
and gas masks, for a minimum 
total of perhaps $150. 

The cheapest structure de- 
scribed in the Defense Depart- 
ment’s 10-cent booklet, ‘The 
Family Fallout Shelter,” is a 
basement concrete-block shelter 
that ahome handyman can build 
for an estimated $150 to $200. 

A commercially printed $1 
pamphlet, mainly adapted from 
the government publication, gives 
plans also for a ‘‘mortarless sit- 
down shelter” to be built with 
materials costing less than $100. A 
spokesman for the Government 
Office of Emergency Planning 
said that design was not gov- 
ernment-approved, even though 
the booklet bore the notation 
“All plans approved by the Unit- 
ed States Government Depart- 
ment of Defense. 

SEVERAL government econo- 
mists privately consider the in- 
dividual shelter so uneconomical 
that they assume the President 
never really expected any large 
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Convenient departures 
throughout the day 


number of families to build them 

Another moral consideration 
that troubles many persons in 
and out of government is what 
to do about neighbors. Should 
they be invited in, at risk to the 
family that had the foresight to 
build a shelter, or should they 
be shot down at the doorway? 

The Rev. L. C. McHugh, asso- 
ciate editor .of the Jesuit maga- 
zine America, said recently that 
neighbors trying to break into 
a fcmily she’ter should be con- 
sidered ‘“‘unjust aggressors” and 
repulsed by force if necessary. 
The Rt. Rev, Angus Dun, Prot- 
estant Episcopal bishop of Wash- 
ington, disagreed and said a 
system of individual shelters 
brought out the worst in human 
beings 

Civil defense authorities either 
seek to minimize discussion of 
this question or else tend to 
deny that a moral question is 
involved. It is a fact that few 
persons have raised moral ob- 
jection when the. officers of a 
sinking ship used firearms to 
keep men from crowding into 
the lifeboats and hold them for 
women and children. 

SOME OF THESE objections 
would be partly overcome by 
community shelters, expected to 
be emphasized in the revised 
Administration shelter policy. 
Neighborhood shelters would be 
available to rich and poor alike, 
could ease the unpleasant prob- 
lem of guarding the doorway 
and would permit sharing of 
skills and supplies. They prob- 
ably would be more economical! 


than individual shelters. Above 
all, they would substitute co 
Operation for the principle of 


every man for himself 

The Navy radiological defense 
laboratory has designed a shel- 
ter in the shape of a large un.- 
derground quonset hut, and a 
prototype was built two vears 
ago in California, It would ac- 
commodate 100 persons for two 
weeks 

In its cheapest version, esti- 
mated at $103 a person exclusive 
of land, it would provide a fall- 
out shielding factor of 10,000 
[hat is, it would keep out 99.99 
per cent of the radiation, Au- 
‘thorities consider this more than 
adequate This shelter would 
provide some blast but no fire- 
storm protection 

If cost a person is 
$163, the laboratory 
shelter will provide 
protection against fallout, fire- 
storm and blast protection of 35 
pounds a square inch, enough 
to withstand the blast of a 20- 
magaton bomb about three miles 
from the center of the explosion. 

A FEDERAL program of 
marking shelter spaces in ex 
isting buildings is estimated by 
civil defense authorities to be 
capable of saving between 3,000,- 
000 and 35,000,000 persons 

All blast protection, it should 
be noted, assumes that a person

HERMAN KAHN, a consultant 
on problems of nuclear strategy 
and civil defense, advocates ex- 
tensive use of sleeping pills. He 
testified last August: “You don’t 
have any place in a. shelter to 
incarcerate a person. If some- 
body is going to act in a way 
which cannot be accepted, it is 
much better to drug him than to 
shoot him. This may be an im- 
portant problem in mass shel- 
ters.”

New York now has a great deal of middle income co- 
operative housing they can’t get rid of. It isn’t that there 
aren't any middle income people to move in; it’s just the 
middle income people can’t stand ‘‘the institutionalized look’’ 
of the apartments which were not designed for people to live 
in but for builders to make money out of. One builder, who 
has defaced New York with many hideous buildings, has been 
quoted as saying that buildings are nothing more than ma- 
chines to make money out of. In Europe, he'd be thrown in 
jail, not for saying it, but if he tried to practice such an evil 
thought. 

One of the most stimulating new books on this subject is 
~Jane Jacobs's ‘‘The Death and Life of Great American Cities,” 
which is a head-on attack on practically all city planning as 
ft has been preached for years. ‘There is a wistful myth 
that if we only had enough money to spend —the figure is 
usually put at a hundred billion dollars — we could wipe out 
all our slums in 10 years, reverse decay in the great gray

She thinks in terms of neighborhoods, of streets (which 
she thinks have been maligned), or parks (which she 
points out are vastly overpraised and some of which 
are the real centers of delinquency). There’s now a 
big brouhaha to get an architect on the City Planning 
Commission. I’m all for that. But even more than an 
architect, we need some planners who will live in the 
projects they plan on street level and stay out of heli- 
copters where human scale is lost altogether. 

Most city planning, to quote Mrs. Jacobs, is not 


“the rebuilding of cities. This is the sacking of cities.”

Today’s ‘Leisure Class’ Teen-Agers 


By Louis Cassels 


WASHINGTON, 

Dec. 4 (UPI). 
SOME TEEN-AGERS join 
gangs, are drug-addicted, carry 
knives, steal autos, engage in 
sexual promiscuity, or kill par- 
ents who try to discipline them. 
Other teen-agers join churches, 
drink milkshakes, carry books, 
work hard to earn their own 
cars, observe a strict code of 
social behavior, and view their 
elders with respect — perhaps 
more respect than some of 

them deserve. 


A very small proportion of 
America’s youth—about 3 per 
cent—fall into the first category. 
But this tiny minority of delin- 
quents has besmirched their 
age group so much that many 
adults have the notion that the 
typical teen-ager is a wild and 
irresponsible creature, apt to 
erupt at any moment in flam- 
boyantly anti-social conduct. 


This stereotype is intensely 
resented by the 20,000,000 more- 
or-less normal adolescents who 
often exasperate, but never 
shoot, their parents. 


Their wish that somebody 
would put adults straight about 
“what teen-agers are really 
like” has apparently been com- 
municated to the American 
Academy of Political and Social 
Science. 

At any rate, this august 
learned society has devoted an 
entire issue of its annals to a 
symposium on ‘“‘Teen-age Cul- 
ture.” 

According to the distinguished 
social scientists who contributed 
to this study, today’s teen-agers 
are indeed different from those 
of earlier generations. But the 
difference can be traced, not to 
a collapse of morals, the deterio- 
ration of family life, the threat 
of nuclear destruction or any of 
the other sinister factors so of- 
ten cited, but simply to eco- 
nomic prosperity. 

“Our teen-age culture—in con- 
tradistinction to the teen-age 
culture of the past or of other 
societies—is a product of af- 
fluence,””’ says Dr. Jessie Ber- 
nard, professor of sociology at 
Pennsylvania State University. 


“It is possible because our 
society can afford a large 
leisure class of youngsters who 
are not in the labor force, but 
who are consumers on a vast 
scale.” 


Like the European nobility of 
an earlier era, America’s teen- 
age “leisure class”’ spends vast 
sums on personal adornment, 
recreation and patronizing the 
arts in which it is interested. 
It also requires a high degree 
of social conformity from its 
members, on pain of ostra- 
cism, 


United States industry has dis- 
covered the “teen-age market,” 
which has an estimated sales po- 
tential of 10 billion dollars a 
year, and is vigorously exploit- 
ing it. Clothing and cosmetics 
manufacturers cater to teen 
tastes, and their massive adver- 
tising campaigns reinforce the 
tendency for everyone to dress 
alike and indulge in the same 
fads. 

Adults should never under- 
estimate the pressures for con- 
formity which bear upon an 
adolescent hungry to. ‘‘belong.” 
When a teen-age boy tells his 
mother that button-down shirts 
and chino trousers are the 
“only’’ garments he dares wear 
to his high school, he is hardly 
overstating the case. 

The same kind of peer-group 
pressure is reflected in the teen- 
ager’s earnest representations to 
his parents that ‘You gotta have 
wheels.” 

‘Automobiles have become a 
factor of great importance in 
adolescent culture,” said Dr. 
Bernard, in a scholarly under- 
statement. ‘It is taken for 
granted that every teen-ager 
will learn to drive and that, if 
he does not have a car of his 
own, he will certainly have ac- 
cess to one.” 

As patrons of the arts, teen- 
agers invest about $75,000,000 a 
year in popular records. They 
confer riches and fame on sing- 
ers whose voices adults are 
inclined to rank in the same

musical ¢ategory with a tom 
cat’s mating call. Adult disap- 
proval of teen-age musical tastes 
(now swinging away from rock 
and roll toward plaintive ‘ove 
ballads) merely heightens their 
popularity. 

Teen-agers have their own spe- 
cial worries, which “‘bug” them 
as much as taxes and H-bombs 
bother their elders. Their over- 
riding concern is a desire to 
have people — meaning other 
teen-agers — like them. Their 
great fear is being left out, alien- 
ated fram the group—a ‘‘clod.”’ 
Studies reported in the annals 
indicate that a very large num- 
ber of teen-agers—more than a 
third of them—suffer acutely 
from feelings of rejection. 


Lesser worries—tied in with 
the urge for popularity—are 
(1) being underweight; (2) be- 
ing overweight; and (3) having 
pimples. 

The most prevalent adult 
misjudgment of teen-agers con- 
cerns their code of sexual be- 
havior. ‘““Teen-agers are not as 
wild as their parents think,” 
reports Dr. Ira L. Reiss of 
lowa State University, who has 
conducted a Kinsey-like sur- 
vey of teen-age sex behavior 
under a United States Public 
Health Service grant. 


While a minority today—as in | 


diet>rite 
cola 


every generation—is promiscu- 
ous, Dr. Reiss found that ‘‘the 
vast majority’ of teen-agers are 
“quite conservative and re- 
strained” in their attitudes 
toward pre-marital sex relations. 

One reason why teen-age 
couples like to ‘“‘go steady,’’ Dr. 


Reiss adds, is that many of them | 
believe this relationship makes | 


petting respectable. 


Boys, Dr. Reiss found, are still | 


predominantly committed to the 
‘double standard’’ which has 
been a feature of Western cul- 
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ture for centuries. They do not | 


approve of girls who ‘go too 
far’’ and although they may 


“test” a steady with importunate | 


demands, they are very likely to 


break up with any girl who gives | 
in. They also are ‘quite prone | 


to tell their friends all of the de- 
tails of any affair.” 


Most girls know all of this, Dr. | 
Reiss said, and the knowledge | 


reinforces their moral convic- 
tions about refraining from pre- 
marital intimacies.

HERE IS an interesting hand 
played in Turin in 1960 during 
the match between Holland and 
Belgium. The final contract at 
both tables was four hearts. 


At the first table, the Dutch 
West led the king of spades and 
continued with a spade to the 
ace. East then played the jack 
of spades, hoping to develop a 
trump trick for West, but this 
never materialized and South 
easily made four hearts. 

At the second table, the play 
developed differently. The Bel- 
gian West opened the four of 
spades, not the king. Declarer 
(Cats, of Holland) played low 
from dummy, and East (Silber- 


wasser) won with the fack. 

Knowing that West had the 
king of spades, Silberwasser de 
cided that the best chance of 
defeating the contract lay in 
trying to get a diamond ruff. 
At trick two, therefore, he re- 
turned the singleton diamond. 

It was obvious to everyone, 
especially Cats, the declarer, 
that the diamond was a single- 
ton. In order to forestall the 
imminent ruff, Cats won the 
diamond in dummy, cashed the 
A-K of clubs, discarding a spade 
from his hand, ard then led a 
third round of clubs. 

He hoped that East would 
win the third club, on which 
Cats planned to discard his last 
spade. This would prevent West 
from being put into the lead 
with a spade to give East a 
diamond ruff.

SOMEONE ONCE wisecracked 
that the Mayflower must have 
been- a huge ship to have ac- 
commodated all the ancestors 
claimed ‘by present-day Ameri- 
cans. In truth, the Mayflower 
was not very big nor was its 
passenger list. Most histonans 
agree there were 101 or 102 men, 
women and children on the ship. 
And, considering the time that 
has imtervened, its descendants 
are not so numerous 

However, the 12,000 persons 
who make up the Society of 
Mayflower Descendants are a 
loyal and dedicated group with 
a mission.

best thing to do is to get a 
competent heating service man 
to check the flue temperature to 
see just how much heat is being 
wasted. This job is usually done 
with special equipment. If the 
heat loss is excessive 
chances are that either the heat- 
ing plant can be modified or the 
burner adjusted to cut down the 
loss. 


Any chimney will, of course, 
waste some fuel for unless the 
flue maintains a relatively high 
temperature, the drift will not 
be sufficient to remove danger- 
ous fumes. On the other hand, 
there is a reasonable limit for 
the flue temperature and any- 
thing over this is wasteful. 
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“Having good neestors

In 1957 
the Mayflower II, built at Brix- 
ham, England, was sent from 
Plymouth, England, to Plymouth, 
Mass., as a gift of the people 
of Great Britain to the people 
of the United States in a gesture 
of English-American friendship. 

Locally the Society of May- 
flower Descendants began ‘in 
1928 when Heman Judson Pettean- 
gill and 19 others filed a requést 
for a charter. Still active among 
the charter members are Mfs 
Walter J. Knight of St. Logis 
and Mrs. William E. Glenn of 
Kansas City 

Pettengill was the first gav- 
ernor, under the system of offi- 
cers taken from the original 
Plymouth plan, which included 
a governor, elder, captain, sur- 
geon and counselor. He was suc- 
ceeded by Dr. Arthur M. Alden 
(descended from John Alden), 
and there followed Dr. Andrew 
H. Cleveland, Lewis Alfred Del- 
ano, Mrs. Johnson, Robert Brute 
Snow Jr.. Mrs. Edward J. 
Smith, Clifford Greve Jr... Mfs. 
George W. Ruhl, Francis York 
Allen, Mrs. Warren R. Rainey, 
and the present governor, Wil- 
liam Loren Ketcham, also a de- 
scendant of John Alden 

Ketcham and Mrs. Ruhl, so

A yearbook lists members and

and/or a mild infection of the scratch. Your doctor 
should be able to tell readily whether self-scratching 
appears to be the major cause. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: My husband is always falling asleep 
despite desperate efforts to remain awake. It comes in the 
evening as soon as he relaxes. He falls asleep while playing 
cards, watching TV, in the midst of a party or even in the 
middie of a sentence. He is perfectly normal otherwise. 
Several others in his family are afflicted the same way.

There is such a thing as “‘narcolepsy,”’ and I’ve heard 
of a victim who even went to sleep standing up on a 
bus—but narcolepsy can be treated if found to be the 
cause. 

Among reasons for extreme fatigue are chronic 
infection, anemia, poorly functioning thyroid or other 
glands, faulty eating habits, overuse of tobacco or 
alcohol. 

A thorough physical history and examination 
should reveal some underlying cause or causes of this 
overwhelming sleepiness.

| Rhodes is an island with an 
area of more than 500 square 
| miles. It is off the coast of Asa

‘colony of Greeks in ancient

We are told that the 
figure rose to a height of 70 
cubits (about 105 feet) and stood 
beside the harbor of Rhodes, 
largest city on the island. (The 
Statue of Liberty has a height 
of 151 feet, without counting the 
high pedestal on which it rests.) 

Sailing vessels coming to the 
harbor used the statue as a land- 
mark. The Colossus was regard- 
ed as one of the Seven Wonders 
of the World in ancient times. 

Sad to say, the great statue 
was shaken down by an earth- 
quake 54 years after it was 
built. It lay on the ground for 
several hun years, and « 
Roman visitor wrote: 

“Few men can put their arms 
around the thumb of one of the 
hands.”
